THE family of pensioner Peter Schofield, 
whose body was found last week in Harlow 
woodland, have paid a moving tribute to a man 
“who didn’t want to grow old”. 

Speaking on behalf of the family, Mr Schofield’s 
daughter Jane Mansfield said they received the tragic 
news with mixed emotions. 

“When the police came and knocked on my door on 
Tuesday night I just knew what they were going to say,” 
she told the Star. “It was a bit of a relief to be honest. 

“But as the news really sunk in we all just broke 
down. The whole family is devastated. 

“To know that he was so close the whole time, that is 
what really threw us all. But we know that the police 
searched and we all searched; it is just 
one of those things and we are grate¬ 
ful that we are finally able to put clo¬ 
sure to the situation.” 

Jane said the family are convinced 
Peter, who was also known by the 
nickname ‘Peter Pan’, intended to 
take his own life. 

“Dad never wanted to grow old and 
after watching all the latest stuff in the 
news about the old people’s homes I 
just know that he wouldn’t have want¬ 
ed that. 

“He had made his peace with 
everyone before that day and chose a 
nice spot overlooking a stream that 
was in between all of his family’s 
homes. 

“I can understand why he went

where he did, but obviously I don’t 
think he realised it would take 13 
months to find him. 

“Dad was a popular character who 
loved life. He’d always say to me you 
only get to live once so enjoy it while 
you can. 

“We are glad that he can finally rest 
in peace.” 

She added: “We would like to 
thank the police and the media for 
their continued support, and to all the 
officers that helped to look for my 
dad. 


“We would also like to say a mas¬ 
sive thank you for to the Missing 
People charity for all their efforts and 
background work. We couldn’t have 
hoped for more support.” 

The funeral of Mr Schofield - a 
father of five and grandfather to four 
- will take place on Monday (July 11) 
and the family have requested that 
mourners do not wear black. 

“My dad’s funeral will be a sad 
occasion for family and many, many 
friends, but he believed in enjoying 
life and we request no black attire. 

“Dad would want everybody to 
celebrate his life and we are sure that 
his passing will be celebrated with a 
big party atmosphere on the day.”

A DRIVER arrested after a 
van smashed into a house at 
Harlow Common earlier 
this year has pleaded guilty 
to a string of motoring 
offences.

The court was told the 
crash happened in the early 
hours of January 25 after 
Diment, who was driving a 
white Mercedes Vito van, 
failed to stop for police in 
Potter Street. 

He then lost control of 
the vehicle which somer¬ 
saulted before hitting a 
house in Harlow Common 
Road and crashing into the 
property owner’s car. 

Diment was released on 
unconditional bail until his 
appearance at the crown 
court.

Giving people the chance to 
shape the things they value 


SIR, Your front page headline ‘Up for 
grabs!’ (Star, June 30) may have given 
some readers a rather skewed view of 
what Harlow Council is trying to do in 
respect of some of its services. 

We are inviting the voluntary and 
business community to join in 
partnership with the council to run 
seven discretionary services including 
The Playhouse, Pets’ Comer and the 
paddling pools. Nobody is talking 
about closure; my focus as lead 
councillor for these services is to find 
innovative ways to keep them running 
by working with the community. 

The problem is that Harlow is facing 
an important crossroads in the way we 
run community services. To stand still 
and continue as we are is not an 
option, given the scale of the financial 
challenge we face. That is why I will 
be embarking on an exciting and 
positive change to the way council 
community services are mn. 

This is change for the better and we 
will invite existing local community 
providers to help shape the evolution 
of our favourite services. The 
voluntary and businesses sector 
already know how to run services 
efficiently and, crucially, may be able 
to tap sources of funding that a local 
authority cannot. 

It is disappointing, if not drearily 
predictable, that opposition members 
have called this a “fire sale” and claim 
the administration is “selling off” 
Harlow. They have nothing to offer but 
alarmist soundbites and are prepared 
to run these services onto the rocks 
without making any serious provision 
for their future. 

The reality is the council is being 
responsible by making an early start in 
consulting with experienced voluntary, 
public and business managers on how 
we can find the best solution for 
Harlow. This plan is not about 
privatisation - it is not inviting a ‘do 
what you like approach’ to community 
facilities. Standards of provision will 
have to be maintained. We will also be 
unveiling a community fund for 
financial support for those groups who 
want to help run services. 

Giving people the ability to shape 
what they value most is a new and 
innovative idea, but Harlow has always 
led the way in working better and 
smarter. 

I have lived in Harlow since I was 
bom 25 years ago. I enjoyed attending 
the paddling pools and spending time 



at Pets’ Comer when I was younger. 
Cherished memories like mine should 
be continued to be shared by the next 
generations of young people in our 
town; that’s why the council will be 
launching this initiative. 

Ultimately, the plan will help provide 
better and more innovative community 
services. The partnership agenda goes 
to the heart of what Harlow Council 
wants to achieve - sustainable 
community services for future 
generations to enjoy.

Proof that a radical 
approach will work 

SIR, We are three organisations in the 
area that now either run or manage 
services previously managed by 
Harlow Council. In each case we have 
shown that this approach where 
volunteers and the local authority work 
together does work. 

BATTS now manages a community 
leisure centre offering a range of 
services, while Young Concern is 
praised for the work it does in 
providing counselling to young people 
in the area. 

Both have taken over buildings from 
Harlow Council in which to perform 
their highly valued role. 

In the case of Shopmobility, it has 
gone from a temporary cabin to its 
own premises and is a well-run and 
invaluable resource for people with 
mobility problems in our town. Once a 


direct arm of Harlow Council, it is 
now a successful example of an arms- 
length organisation that has opened up 
fresh sources of funding from Lottery 
and Community Initiatives Fund 
grants. 

The key point is that community and 
voluntary organisations can and have 
successfully taken council-run services 
and resources in Harlow. This is an 
approach in which our town already 
has experience; it is not a brief and 
untested fad. 

Harlow Council is not alone among 
local authorities in looking for new 
providers for its services. The steady 
reduction in council funding means we 
will see more and more of these 
transfers across the country. 

The reality is that Harlow cannot 
reverse its funding situation and the 
council has gone past the point of 
salami-slicing chunks of money to 
save services. We need a radical 
approach. 

Now is the moment to work together 
as a community - across the voluntary, 
community and business sectors - to 
keep our discretionary services going. 
Harlow Council’s approach in holding 
the July 22 conference is a platform 
for us to have that conversation.

Sell-off is the thin 
end of the wedge

The 
council and their bidders will soon let 
these unprofitable conditions slip away 
as unsustainable and these assets will 
then be stripped. 

Look forward to the museum moving 
to hired office space in the Civic 
Centre while its historic premises 


become luxury apartments. Look 
forward to The Playhouse Shopping 
Village and the Gibberd Golf Links. A 
tired retread of the Thatcher and Major 
years, in fact. 

Meanwhile, Robert Halfon is now 
endorsing Harlow’s bid to become an 
Enterprise Zone. A good thing, if the 
track record of these developments 
wasn’t extremely dodgy. 

Having worked for many years in the 
neighbourhood of the Isle of Dogs - 
partly as a careers adviser -1 am well 
aware that these zones rarely bring job 
opportunities for local people and it is 
highly disingenuous to suggest they 
do. Further, the infrastructure for many 
of these developments is an 
afterthought and the burden for that 
falls not on the developers but on the 
local taxpayers. 

The very people who bleat about there 
being no infrastructure to support new 
housing to the north are content to set 
up this zone on the same conditions! 
What localism means is the 
Government encourages big projects 
and dumps the costs (and the blame) 
on local people.

Cheat handed suspended sentence...and driving ban 


A BENEFITS cheat who claimed alm¬ 
ost £40,000 to which he was not enti¬ 
tled has been spared a jail sentence 
because of his poor health. 

Instead, Ian McLernon (53), of 
North Grove, Harlow, was given a six- 
month suspended sentence when he 
appeared at Chelmsford Crown Court 
on Monday after pleading guilty to 


failing to notify the authorities of a 
change of circumstances. 

The court heard McLernon commit¬ 
ted two offences relating to income 
support and one of housing and coun¬ 
cil tax after failing to declare his wife 
had gone back to work. 

Prosecutor Nasra Butt said the 
offences were committed between 


February 2006 and October 2009 and 
the total amount of money involved 
was £39,453.65. 

Robert James, representing McLer¬ 
non, said there was a dispute about 
how much his client had repaid and 
also referred to his client’s “poor 
health”. 

Passing sentence, judge Anthony 


Goldstaub told him: “In view of your 
poor health there are other means than 
prison to punish you. Prison would be 
another expense on the public purse so 
instead you’ll be disqualified from 
driving for six months.” 

The judge also ordered McLernon to 
attend intensive community sentence 
scheme The Bridge Project for 30 days. 


Ex-Hawks chairman 
starts radio station

A NEW community radio station will give 
budding DJs the chance to hone their skills 
when it goes live in Harlow later this month. 

Hawks Radio, a not-for-profit station, has been set 
up with help of a £9,488 grant from the Big Lottery 
Fund and will operate out of a specially-built studio at 
Harlow Town FC’s stadium in Roy don Road. 

It will broadcast chat, phone-ins, music and news 
and sport bulletins via the internet, with presenters 
hosting live shows between 8am and 6pm daily. 

The man behind the station - former Harlow Town 
FC chairman Steve Ray - told the Star: “Harlow is a 
great place to live and grow up but sadly many people 
do not understand this and fail to embrace the skills and 
people we have. 

“With Hawks Radio we want to attempt to bridge a 
gap and support our future to include the youth of today 
and all those community groups who work tirelessly to 
help everyone.” 

He hopes to involve Harlow Council, voluntary 
groups, Harlow College and local schools in the day- 
to-day running of the station with an ultimate aim of 
creating several paid positions. 

“We’re a community radio station, and at the heart of 
our vision is the desire to provide local people with the 
chance to develop new broadcasting skills and give 
local charities, schools and community groups the 
opportunity to promote their work,” he said. 

“If it takes off - and I am confident that it will - we 
can hopefully even look at creating several jobs for the 
long-term unemployed.” 

Streaming of pre-recorded content will start this 
week with the search for presenters ongoing over the 
next few months.

Cost of fuel 'a real 
threat' to frontline 
services warns MP 

HARLOW MP Robert Halfon has called 
for an urgent Parliamentary debate on the 
impact of rising petrol prices. 

Speaking in the House of Commons on 
Lriday, he said millions of pounds was 
being spent by police forces on fuel which 
could be better spent on policing. 

Mr Halfon, who has worked closely 
with pressure group FairFuelUK on a 
campaign to drive down pump prices in 
the UK, told the Star: “Last year the 
police spent £78million on motoring fuel 
and it could hit £90m this year. 

“The Royal College of Nursing says 
that 60,000 nurses now subsidise NHS 
petrol bills out of their own pockets. It’s 
clear that high petrol prices are becoming 
a real threat to frontline services.” 

Two days earlier, Mr Halfon raised the 
issue with David Cameron during Prime 
Minister’s Questions and said he had been 
“encouraged” by the response. 

“I asked him to join me in supporting 
the FairFuelUK Campaign, asking oil 
companies to pass on lower petrol costs to 
motorists,” he said. 

“He agreed that we need to make sure 
we have a good competitive sector that 
passes on price cuts right through the 
country. His reply was certainly encourag¬ 
ing.”

We were there 
to welcome the 
Royals to town

T HERE has been a right 
royal response since we 
asked readers if they 
remembered the visit of the 
Queen and the Duke of 
Edinburgh to Harlow in 1957. 

Mrs Towns, of Little Brays, was the 
first to write in to share her 
memories. 

“We’d just moved to Harlow a 
couple of months before,” she said. 

“I, my husband Jim and our two 
babies - Jeanne and Kerry in their 
pram - stood opposite the Manor 
Hatch Shops. We were the only 
ones there so were so pleased that 
as they drove they gave us a wave!” 

Vivienne Wachenje, of Hornbeams, 
remembers that it wasn’t just the 
Royal visitors who received a 
special reception. 

“I was at the Spinny School and it 
may be that we were given the day 
off for the occasion but we all lined 
a route at The Stow,” she explained. 

“It became quite amusing as every 
cyclist who went through The Stow, 
which had a road then, got cheered. 

“The Queen and Prince Philip 
eventually appeared on the balcony 
at Moot House and then drove past 
us later.” 

Alan Shadbolt thinks it was the 


same visit when, as a pupil of St 
Marks Hall school, he was assigned 
a rather important role. 

“I remember being part of the guard 
of honour at the main entrance of 
the school,” he said. “When the 
Royal party had passed us we all 
had to go to the main hall at the 
east wing to be another guard of 
honour. 

“We did not fool Prince Phillip, 
though, because he said ‘You must 
be the naughty ones because I saw 
you at the other entrance!’.” 

Ron Simmons, of Mark Hall 
Moors, worked as a laboratory 
assistant at the Revertex factory in 
the town’s industrial area. He recalls 
when the Duke visited the town 
back in 1952. 


Mr Simmons, who moved to 
Harlow in early February of that 
year, said he was made to tidy 
himself up before the arrival. 

“I remember my boss shouting ‘You 
haven’t had a haircut’,” he said. 
“Someone from the company ended 
up trimming me down with a razor! 
I was only about 20 at the time and 
not the neatest of people.” 

He added: “I ended up giving the 
Duke a demonstration of natural 
rubber latex glove dipping. He was 
a very pleasant man and seemed 
impressed.”

THE former leader of Essex 
County Council has been jailed 
for nine months for fiddling his 
Parliamentary expenses. 

Conservative peer Lord Hanning- 
field, who was charged under his real 
name of Paul White, was sentenced at 
Maidstone Crown Court on Friday 
after being found guilty of six counts 
of false accounting following an 
eight-day trial at Chelmsford Crown 
Court in May. 

A few hours before he was sen¬ 
tenced it was confirmed that White, 
who denied all the charges, planned to 
appeal against his conviction. 

The court was told the former pig 
farmer claimed £13,379 in Parlia¬ 
mentary expenses for overnight stays 
in London when he was not in the 
capital. This included one occasion in 
February 2008 when he was on a 
plane to India. 

He also fraudulently claimed £382 
in train fares and £147 in mileage by 
doubling the seven-mile distance from 
his home at West Hanningfield near 
Chelmsford to the local railway sta¬ 
tion. 

White had told the jury he treated

the expenses for staying overnight in 
London as an allowance for living 
outside the capital and spent just a 
minute a month completing his claim 
forms. 

He also claimed that most other 
peers treated the House of Lords as a 
club, turning up for only 10 minutes 
to claim their daily allowance. 

He insisted his Parliamentary 
duties left him thousands of pounds 
out of pocket and said he averaged out 
his claims to recoup some of the 
money he spent. 

Passing sentence, Mr Justice 
Saunders said White would be partly 
remembered as a “benefits cheat”. 

He said: “While there were ambi¬ 
guities in the peers’ expenses schemes 
which have resulted in its revision, it 
was clear from the terms of the 
scheme, as well as according with 
common sense, that a peer could not 
claim an overnight allowance to cover 
the expense of staying the night in 
London when he did not stay in 
London but went home. 


“ft was perfectly clear from the 
terms of the scheme, as well as 
according with common sense, that a 
peer could not claim for travelling 
expenses that he did not incur.” 

This week Tony Durcan, who 
serves as a Labour county councillor 
representing the Harlow West divi¬ 
sion, said the disgraced peer was 
“never a friend of Harlow”. 

“The people of Essex expect and 
demand the highest standards from 
those who represent them and it right 
that all politicians don’t forget that we 
are all accountable,” he said. 

“If we fall below that standard like 
Lord Hanningfield we deserve not to 
hold any office ever again. He leaves 
behind a bad legacy.” 

Essex County Council said this 
week White would not be disqualified 
until the outcome of his appeal and a 
by-election could not take place until 
his disqualification had taken effect. 

“In the meantime we are continuing 
to co-operate with the police over the 
ongoing investigation and it would not 
be appropriate for us to comment until 
that is complete,” said a spokes¬ 
woman.

We are so lucky 
our son survived

A HARLOW mum who 
has been raising funds for 
Meningitis UK since she 
almost lost her baby son 
to the illness is closing in 
on her £5,000 target. 

Sian Blow (26), of Hailing 
Hill, has with the help of 
family and friends already 
raised £4,000 for the national 
charity since her son Blake 
contracted meningococcal 
septicaemia almost five years 
ago. 

She hopes to collect even 
more when she takes part in 
the British 1 OK London Run 
this weekend. 

“No-one has a story like 
mine,” said Sian. “I read 
online all these heartbreaking 
stories about those who lost 
their children through 
meningitis or whose children 
have been left brain damaged 
or without limbs and 
appreciate how lucky we were 
with Blake.” 

It was one evening towards the 
end of 2006 when Sian noticed 
her seven-week-old wasn’t his 
usual self. “He was a perfect 
baby and then one night he 
wouldn’t stop crying,” she 
said. 

“I knew something wasn’t 
right but it’s so hard to tell 
with a baby. I was advised by 
NHS Direct to take him to the 
doctors in the morning but I 
ended up staying up with him 
all night.” 

The next day doctors advised 
Sian and husband Gareth they 
thought Blake was suffering 


from an infection and told 
them to take him to hospital. 
But medics there quickly 
realised the situation was a lot 
more serious. 

“They took one look at Blake 
and rushed him to the 
resuscitation and trauma room 
for a lumbar puncture,” said 
Sian. “Eventually we were told 
he had meningitis and it was 
critical. 

“Then began the rollercoaster. 
Day five was the worst; we 
thought we had lost him and 
even had a priest perform a 
baptism. Then suddenly he 
started to pick up and 10 days 


later he was well enough to go 
home. It was incredible.” 
Amazingly, all tests since 
Blake’s illness have shown no 
long-term damage and the 
four-year-old, who now has a 
two-and-a-half year old sister, 
Honey, is set to start St Albans 
School in September. 

“I never expected to return 
home with him and yet here 
we are almost five years later 
with Blake back to his perfect, 
happy self,” said Sian. 

“I just hope that my story, and 
the money raised, can help 
bring some hope to other 
families.”

At last Ismet is happy - he 
seems like a different boy 


AS DeafBlind Awareness Week draws to a 
close, a Harlow mum has highlighted her son’s 
struggle - and progress - since receiving 
support from a charity specialising in care for 
those affected by the condition. 

When Ismet Gorur was born deaf, his parents 
knew the road ahead was going to be hard, but 
when the youngster’s vision began to 
deteriorate at the age of four after he developed 
cataracts, the family realised life was going to 
be a series of battles. 

“We have had a lot of difficult times in the 
past,” said mum Aynur, of Upper Stoney Field, 
“The world is a very scary place for someone 
like Ismet. He was always very clingy and 
hated to be left alone, even for a minute. 
“What’s more, Ismet wasn’t able to 
communicate what he wanted to us and that 
frustrated him.” 

But last year Ismet started receiving the support 
from deafblind charity Sense, which assigned 
multi-sensory impairment consultant Alex 
Oram to work with the 11-year-old and his 
teachers at Harlow Fields School. Aynur has 
been astounded by her son’s progress. 

“For the first time he has confidence and is 
able to express himself so that we understand,” 
she said. “To finally be able to do things for 
himself, play on his own and communicate so

that we understand makes him very happy. He 
seems like a different boy.” 

Aynur added: “So much of what we know 
about the world comes from our sight and 
hearing, so people who are both deaf and blind 
face many barriers.

RSPCA start probe into dog 
attack horror in council flat 


ANIMAL welfare officers are 
investigating an incident at a 
council flat in Harlow which 
resulted in three dogs being put 
down. 

Police were called to the 
property on the Rushes Mead 
estate by neighbours who 
reported hearing “unbearable” 
sounds coming from the prop¬ 
erty. 

When they arrived they 
found a puppy and three dogs, 
one of which had sustained 
serious injuries and had to be 
put down. 

The other two adult dogs 
have since been destroyed. 

One neighbour, who did not 
want to be named, said that 
when they went to investigate 


the noise they saw two of the 
adult dogs attacking the third. 

“The dog being attacked was 
literally screaming in pain so 
we tried desperately to separate 
the animals by banging on the 
door and even used a broom¬ 
stick through the letter box to 
distract them.” 

The incident is currently 
under investigation by the 
RSPCA. Police said a man who 
lived at the flat has been 
charged with assaulting a 
police officer. 

A Harlow Council spokes¬ 
man said that regulations 
regarding the keeping of 
domestic animals by tenants 
were expected to be tightened 
later in the year.

Crematorium firm 
plans £3m refurb

THE private firm appointed to run 
Harlow’s council-owned cemetery 
and crematorium has pledged to 
invest £3m into modernising the age¬ 
ing facility. 

New operator Westerleigh officially took 
over the management of Parndon Wood 
Cemetery and Crematorium on Friday on a 
25-year lease. 

And it has wasted no time in unveiling 
plans for a raft of phased improvements 
designed to ensure the service is “fit for the 
future”. 

The proposals - which will be finalised 
after consultation with residents and local 
funeral directors - include fitting a new glass 
roof to the main entrance, building addition¬ 
al car park facilities, creating a new hedged 
garden to the side of the chapel and extend¬ 
ing the crematory to accommodate two new 
cremators and emissions control equipment. 

Westerleigh, which runs crematoriums in 
Basildon, Hainault and other locations across 
the UK, also wants to build a floral tribute 
canopy with widened roadways for funeral 
cars and revamp the memorial garden with a 
series of water features. 

The service opening hours and customer 
access will be extended with a longer staff 



presence on site, while the firm will also be 
responsible for keeping the area secure and 
well-maintained. 

Westerleigh insists that fees will not be 
increased this year and plans to offer two cut- 
price slots each morning at a reduced cost of 
£450 - £75 lower than the standard fee. 

Managing director Richard Evans told the 
Star: “We are delighted to have this opportu¬ 
nity to use our experience and expertise to 
make a substantive improvement to the cre¬ 
matorium and cemetery service at Parndon 
Wood. 

“We have successfully overseen similar 
transfers in the past and know that we will 
make a big difference to the level of care we 
can offer to the bereaved families of Harlow.” 

Tony Hall, Harlow Council’s portfolio 
holder for the environment, said the part-pri¬ 
vatisation deal would secure the long-term 
future of the facility. 


“This is a great deal for Harlow which will 
bring much needed investment for this 
important facility,” he added. 

“It paves the way for a host of major 
improvements which the council simply can¬ 
not afford and illustrates our commitment to 
protect and improve important Harlow facili¬ 
ties.” 

But Labour group leader Mark Wilkinson 
said he feared some residents would eventu¬ 
ally be “priced out” of using the service. 

“It may not happen in the first few months 
or even the first year, but fees are certain to 
rocket eventually,” he said. 

“This firm isn’t going to pump £3m into 
the crematorium without expecting to make a 
substantial profit over the term of its lease. 

“I worry that many people living in the 
town will be priced out of using a service that 
has always been, and should have remained, 
council-run.”

DJ admits trying 
to bed girl of 15 


A MAN who checked into hotels with 
a 15-year-old girl for “sexual activity” 
has been spared a jail sentence.

(49), of The Readings, Harlow, was given a 
three-year community order and told he 
must attend a sex offenders programme. 

Passing sentence at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on Friday, judge Rodger Hayward- 
Smith said: “This is exceptional and very 
lenient but this girl appears to have been 
very manipulative and even today sent a 
message saying she hopes you don’t go to 
prison.” 

The court heard that although the girl 
complained to police about Sampson, she 
later refused to co-operate with the inquiry

and pursued Sampson with Facebook mes¬ 
sages and texts. She even attempted to book 
him as a DJ through an agency. 

Prosecutor Richard Scott told the court 
Sampson had twice taken the girl to a hotel 
in Suffolk and once to a Travelodge in 
Cambridgeshire. 

“He checked in as an adult with a child to 
avoid suspicion,” said Mr Scott. “After the 
first time there was a degree of coercion by 
the girl to maintain the relationship by 
threatening to go to the police. 

“He sent her a text declaring his love for 
her and his intention to buy a flat, both of 


which were untrue. He didn’t love her and 
had no intention of buying a flat. He said he 
tried to have intercourse with her but it 
proved unsuccessful.” 

The court was told she went to police and 
told them she had been in a relationship with 
a 48-year-old man. However, she later 
refused to be interviewed by officers, 
although Sampson had made “full admis¬ 
sions” when he was questioned. 

Nicola May, representing Sampson who 
admitted three offences of sexual activity 
with a child, said the offences happened at a 
time when the defendant was vulnerable 
after his wife having left him. 

The judge commented that Sampson 
would not have been prosecuted had he not 
owned up to the offences.

TENANTS living in private rented 
property may not be aware that there is 
legal provision to protect their rental 
agreements. 

As part of the Housing Act 2004, Rent 
Deposit Schemes - which started in April 
2007 - ensure that any landlord who 
takes a deposit from a tenant under an 
assured shorthold tenancy must ensure 
that the deposit is held in an approved 
tenancy deposit scheme. 

These provisions, known as the Custodial 
and Insurance schemes, are designed to 
protect the deposit money itself and to 
assist in resolving any disputes that may 
arise regarding the deposit when a 
tenancy ends. 

The two schemes differ in that if your 
rent deposit is paid into a Custodial 
scheme, you will receive some interest on 
the deposit. If your deposit is paid into an 
Insurance-based scheme, you will not 
receive any interest on that deposit. 
Tenants must be aware that, within 14 
days of receiving a rent deposit, a 
landlord must give them information 
about which of the two schemes is being 
used to protect the rent deposits. 

Some landlords and estate agents are 
failing to comply with the law by 


describing money paid to them as 
“administration fees”. 

Tenants need to know that rent deposit 
money is defined as a sum of money paid 
to a landlord or an agent as security for 
the performance of your duties [tenant] 
under the tenancy agreement or the 
discharge of any liability arising from the 
tenancy. 

At the end of your tenancy you are 
entitled to receive back your rent deposit 
unless the landlord can show they have 
lost out financially because of your 


actions such as overdue rent or damage to 
the property. 

If you rent from a private landlord and 
they fail to comply with any of the 
rulings of the Rent Deposit Schemes, you 
can make an application to a county court 
for sanction against the landlord or the 
agent. 

The county court has the power to award 
you compensation. 

Any landlord who fails to comply with 
the rent deposit scheme is prohibited 
from serving a section 21 notice to quit.

I WAS chatting to a local estate 
agent this week and I asked 
him about properties with 
annexes. 

Whether it’s for the teenager 
craving a little independence, 
extra space for granny or 
somewhere to house the au 
pair, annexes seem to be a 
‘must have’ for many when 
buying a new family home 
these days. 

The agent told me that an 
annexe can come into its own 
at all stages of family life. As 
the proportion of the 
population over 80 is set to 
grow quickly in coming years, 
the advantages of having a 
granny flat or annexe are set to 
increase. 

And as younger families need 
homes which are perhaps not 
affordable without the help of a 
relative who in turn wants to be 
independent yet within close 
proximity of their family, an 
annexe could be the answer. 

If you’re struggling to find the 
right house with an annexe for 
sale or the current economic 
situation is making you 
reluctant to move, then how 
about converting an existing 
outbuilding into self-contained 
accommodation?

... the local experts

T HE 1 Series M Coupe 
has been an eagerly 
awaited addition to 
BMW’s M fleet for some 
time. That it’s a good bit 
cheaper than a current M3 
will be a bonus for many. 

It’s ironic, then, to learn that 
mechanically the 1M shares a 
quite a bit with the M3. 

BMW’s 1 Series Coupe has 
always been pitched as the 
performance poster boy of the 
range, but the 1M takes this a 
step further. It might share the 
3.0-litre, six-cylinder petrol 
motor of the 135i but in 1M form 
the twin-turbo unit boasts a 
healthy 340 horsepower and an 
equally useful 3691b/ft of torque. 
And the M3 connection? In 
reality the 1M is an M3 in 1 
Series clothes, albeit ones that 
have been stretched over a 
shortened and modified M3 
chassis. This is partly the 
reason for the car’s muscular 
stance. The wider track is all M3 
which does wonders for its ride 
and handling balance. 

Forget any notions of this car 
being little more than a shrink- 
wrapped M3, though. BMW has 
sought to carve out a nice little 
niche for the 1M. 

And with rivals such as 
Porsche’s Cayman and Audi’s 
RS3 mentioned in the same 


breath, this is no cut and shut 
job. It’s also no slouch, with on- 
paper performance figures that 
almost match its bigger brother. 
For every rose tinted notion that 
BMW’s original E30 M3 was - 
and still is - a driving sensation, 
there’s always a counter 
argument that in today’s world 
it’s slow and needs revving hard 
to uncork its modest potential. 
The later E36 isn’t far behind, 
but for a new generation of 
financially independent and 
informed enthusiasts the 1M 
could well be the modern 
interpretation they’re looking 
for. 

The 1M is compact but unlike its 
fondly remembered predecessors 
isn’t lacking when it comes to 
safety kit (airbags, ABS, ESP) 
and creature comforts (climate 


control, leather, cruise control, 
decent audio). 

With all the best bits from the 
current M3 under you and a 
massaged in-line turbo six- 
cylinder motor up front, the 1M 
delivers a sparkling performance 
that anyone with a fondness for 
old-school rear-drive fun will 
love. It even comes with BMW’s 
trick M differential lock to 
enhance grip and stability when 
pressing on. 

The car’s weighty but direct 
steering never fails to 
communicate the road 
conditions. The stubby manual 
gear lever slots securely into the 
ratio of your choosing no matter 
how fast you shift. 

And - this is the best bit - 
despite the car’s short wheelbase 
and wide track, the ride is more 


forgiving than you could hope 
for even when accounting for the 
car’s super low profile tyres 
wrapped around the M3 
Competition model’s alloy 
wheels. 

Completing the experience is the 
lM’s engine which is never 
short of puffor character. The 
latter takes the form of a deep- 
chested rasp that rises to a rich, 
baritone wail when the six-pot 
motor is fully extended. 

On a practical note, you’ll 
struggle to detect the forced 
induction assistance, with only 
the slightest hint of turbo 
whistle audible at low speeds. 
Wind up the motor and the 
result is an elastic response, 
encouraging you to hold a gear 
for as long as is humanly 
possible. 


Overtaking potential is present 
in spades and thanks to the 
engine’s near bottomless pit of 
torque you rarely have to drop a 
gear to make a move. 

Factor in the car’s impressive 
agility and composure over even 
the roughest of Tarmac and the 
most challenging roads and it’s 
hard not to be impressed. 

Grip is in plentiful supply until 
you turn off the traction system 
and then it’s a whole new ball 
game. But there’s no need to be 
flying at some crazy speed to 
enjoy yourself; the car’s 
eagerness to play and the modest 
power and grip levels allow you 
to break loose at sensible speeds, 
not supercar go-to-jail velocities. 
The 1M offers drivers a simple 
combination of an abundance of 
power, an agile chassis, a 
composed ride without any 
electronic interference, a trick 
differential and a manual 
gearbox. This modern take on a 
back-to-basics approach to 
performance motoring is, sadly, 
an all too rare one but BMW has 
hit the jackpot with the right 
blend of mechanical components 
and emotional experiences. 
There’s nothing basic about the 
1M but it will serve up simple 
thrills for keen, experienced 
drivers all day long. And it 
doesn’t get any better than that.

“I owe a lot to John Still and Terry Harris. 
They have added a lot to my game, espe¬ 
cially how to defend and the fitness side of 
the game. My crossing has improved,” the 
winger explained. 

It is his scoring ability and assists, plus 
his dangerous long throws that have specif¬ 
ically attracted Powell. “One of the main 
things that interest them is because I score 
quite a few goals. I had 90 games for 
Dagenham and scored a lot - and made a lot 
of assists,” he said. 

Green spoke after a gruelling first day 
back for pre-season training last Thursday. 

But the winger is relishing his return to 
The Valley and hopes to firstly nail down a 
first team place. “They have got some good 
wingers there already. We had our first day 
of pre-season training today and I’m a little 
bit knackered but we’ve got a lot of hard 
work to do,” he said. “The manager said he 
has picked us for promotion. Charlton 
shouldn’t be a League One club.”

STRIKER Bertie Brayley, 
pictured right, has left 
Harlow Town FC by mutual 
consent. 

Brayley, who has also 
played for Bishop’s 
Stortford, Billericay and 
Canvey Island, joined 
Harlow during the second 
part of last season. 

His partnership with Lee 
Roache played a key role in 
Harlow climbing the table 
from February and gaining a 
play-off spot in Ryman 
League division one north. 

However, Brayley could 
not commit to the pre-season 
campaign enough for Hawks 
boss Danny Chapman and he 
left on Tuesday. 

Chapman explained: “He 
[Brayley] said he could do 
two training sessions, but 
then would miss the rest of 
July. 

“If you are going to be at 
Harlow Town you have to be 


100 per cent committed. 
There’s no bad feeling.” 

He added: “It would not 
have been fair to the rest of 
the squad who have been 
there week in, week out.” 

Chapman has plenty of 
forwards in Roache, Leon 
Antoine and James Peagram, 
while former Enfield ace 
James Bunn has returned to 
the club. Ex-Southend 
United youth team striker 
Rhys Henry is also on trial. 

Chapman said: “If we 
bring anybody in, he has to 
be better than anybody we 
have.” 

The Hawks boss believes 
experienced forward Bunn 
could be a viable potion in 
attack. “He’s the fittest and 
slimmest he has ever been. 
His skill has never been in 
question but his fitness has,” 
said Chapman. 

The manager is still look¬ 
ing for a new goalkeeper. 


“We have had people ringing 
up but they are not of the 
right calibre,” said 
Chapman. 

“Michael Dumoulin is 
number two. If he impresses 
me enough in pre-season 
there is nothing to say that he 
could not be number one.” 

Meanwhile, Chapman was 
unimpressed at the lack of 
communication when 
Bishop’s Stortford pulled out 
of their pre-season opener 
against Harlow on July 23. 

Harlow have now fixed up 
a game against a Braintree 
Town XI on that date. 

Chapman said: “I know 
clubs’ circumstances change, 
but it would be nice for them 
to tell us. They did not ring 
us. We found out through 
their website, but it does not 
affect our pre-season.” 

Harlow will visit 
Chelmsford City in a friend¬ 
ly on Wednesday August 3.
